THE HEALTH STORY OF 1949 


HEALTH RATES AMONG THE 443,000 RESIDENTS OF NEWARK NOT ONLY CONTINUED ТО BE 
EXCELLENT DURING 1949, BUT THE MAJOR RATES BY WHICH CONDITIONS AFFECTING HEALTH CAN ВЕ 
MEASURED, WERE THE BEST EVER RECORDED IN OUR HISTORY. IT 18 REASONABLE TO CLAIM THAT 
THESE RATES TO A LARGE DEGREE ARE THE RESULT OF PROPERLY CONDUCTED EFFORT ANO NOT MERE 
COINCIDENT. THAT РАСТ 1S PARTICULARLY GRATIFYING AT THIS TIME WHEN THE PUBLIC 15 MORE 
INCLINED THAN USUAL TO STUDY PUBLIC EXPENDITURES АНО TO DETERMINE WHETHER THEIR TAX 
MONEY 18 BEING WISELY SPENT, OR NOT. 


THERE WERE 5,086 DEATHS IN NEWARK FROM ALL CAUSES, MAKING A CRUDE MORTALITY 
RATE OF 11,5 PER 1000 POPULATION, WHICH 1S BELOW THE NORWAL OF 11.6 FOR THE PAST ELEVEN 
YEARS. OUR ADJUSTED RATE 18 CALCULATED BY SUBTRACTING DEATHS OF NON-RESIDENTS, LARGELY 
IN THE МАМУ NEWARK HOSPITALS, BUT INCLUDING KNOWN DEATHS OF NEWARK RESIDENTS IN OUTSIDE
